What do you think of when you look 
at our fine memorial clock tower in the 
middle of Main Street? If you are an 
average person on a usual day your pro 
bably think that it’s about time the 
Town got busy and fixeg the thing up 
so that it time on at least one 
of its four faces, But for two minutes 
on Armistice Day each year when the 
old vets line up in front of the flag 
draped tower to pay homage to their 
comrades who fell in the two Great 
Wars that same clock, whether it is

tower on every day of the year instead 
of just on the llth of November. 

Reading the, names inscribed in 
bronze on our monument brings back a 
flood of memories of our younger days 
and: our pleasant associations with 
these young and brave men who have 
passed along to greater things. “ But 
they also bring the deeper realization 
that these men gave up their lives in 
both wars for an ideal which may »e 
summed up in the expression ‘O'ur Way 
of Life’. They died that we today 
might. be free to think as we wisa, 
speak as we Wish and worship as we 
wish, and it is not enough that we 
stang with bowed heads for two min- 
utes on Armistice Day and mourn their 
loss. We must all work every day to 
insure that they did not die in vain and 
that some other subversive power is 
not working from without or from with 
in to destroy our way of life. 


Those of you who were fortunate 
enough to attend the Armistice Day 
Banquet and hear Col. Stone, who will 
lead our own 2nd Battalion P-.P.C.L.I1.

LIBERTY COULD BE EXHUMED 
Probably, if the brain trust had been running gasoline 


‘rationing in 1945, instead of Mr. Howe, motorists would have 


been told that they could get as much gasoline per coupon 
as they wished, but they'd still have to present coupons with 
each purchase. But Mr. Howe, in a thorough and forthright 
fashion, said to throw the books away even before sundown 
on V-J day. 
In permitting the Canadian dollar to float free, or swim 
in the international pool, the Old Lady Ottawa has kept a 
line around the dollar’s waist. The Canadian dollar may have 


‘demonstrated its prowess, and may even have a medal, gold, 


for life saving, but the dear old girl in the bank apparently is 
as fluttery as a hen with a brood of ducks. 


Surprisingly to some, and disappointingly to this publica- ' 


tion, the owners of the ducks, or ducats, don’t seem to be both- 
ered over the old biddy’s interference. In the last eleven 
years have become so accustomed to have Ottawa claim it 
knows best that they seem to believe liberty will stink if it 
is exhumed. A mother robin, ’tis said, will push a lazy off- 
spring out of the nest to fend for itself. But Ottawa, which 
cannot claim to be even a stepmother and has no moral right 
to dictate, is as watchful of J. Canuck’s dollar (his own hard- 
earned dollar) as is a parent over a twelve-year-old’s bank 
account. Laws are ignored, if not formally repealed, that give 
the individual complete right of managing his own property on 
attaining the ripe age of 21. 

Hot money, so called, was created by foreign-exchange 
control. Funds rushed in when some people saw a chance to 
make a tidy sum by an expected boost in the value in relation 
to the U.S. dollar. But other people in the U.S. placed money 
here because they, stangers, have more faith in Canada than 
Ottawa has. In any event hot money will cool if nature is al- 
lowed to take its course—no monkey business by highly plac- 
ed officials who know no more of the practical workings. of 
exchange than does a Buffalo rum runner taking Canadian 
whisky to Cuba for consumption in Ithica. 

The history of foreign investment in Canada is that the 
‘cash stays here if it’s a. bad investment and stays here for re- 
investment if it is a good investment—all except a very small 
return in the way of dividends and interest. 

Ottawa Has a idea that Canadians, if permitted, would 
shake the dust of Canada from their feet, trade assets'or some 
other currency and leave the country desolate in possession of 
the brain trust and a few other wild Indians. Ottawa has for- 
gotten two facts. One is that Canadians love their country, for 
better for worse, for richer or poorer. The other act is that, at 
this moment in the world’s history, there is no better ‘ole 
than Canada—despite Canadians. 

The worst thing about Canadians is their docility. If there 
were a,Canadan Guy Fawkes he would, at the very least, 
crumple a soggy Form H (more necessary to a traveller than 
a destination) and aim said Form H at the left, or totalitarian 
eye of the deputy minister of finance.

Compulsion 

In a recent debate at Hart House, 
University of Toronto, Mr. Pat Conroy, ' 
secretary-treasurer of the Canadian 
Congress of Labor, presented the labor 
official's view on the proposition, | 
“Labor disputes in essential industries | 
should be subject to compulsory arbi- 
tration.” While the motion was defeat- 
ed, we cannot feel as convinced by Mr. 
Conroy’s arguments as the jidges were 
by his skill in presenting’ them. 

Mr. Conroy argueq that, “if com- 
pulsory arbitration is adopted unions 


will demand that the whole field of 


management be subject to arbitration | 


bitration other than the consideration 
of two conflicting points of view? Com- 
pulsory arbitration doesn't suggest 
that labor alone is being regulated. It 
is certainly at no disadvantage that is 
not shared by the industries involved. 
While we would agree that to arrive at 
a mutual understanding without out- 
side interference is the happiest and 
most hopeful method, it would still 
appear that, if this is not possible and 
arbitration becomes inevitable, the 
party most reductant to accept the dis- 
passionate judgement of outside arbi- 
ters must be one that hopes for some- 
thing better than the fair break that 
arbitration provides, 

Might it not be pointed out to Mr. 
Conroy also that labor leaders have not 
been notable in their oppositign to 
compulsion when compulsion origin- 
ated with them? The “closed shop” is 
the essence of compulsion to union 
membership. The check-off, so dear to 
the hearts of labor |\leaders, is a com- 
pulsory deduction of\union dues. These 
leaders. also favor co’ ective bargain- 
ing, even. with red-dominated unions.

T.B. Free Areas 


There are 11 municipalities in the 
Province and one Improvement District 
that are now declared T.B. Free Areas 
and under test. These districts are

This fall a good percentage of the 
livestock in the M.D. will be vaccinated 
for Bangs and tested for T.B. In order 
to keep this operation at full speed 
farmers are expected to have chutes 
and squeeze’ gates available to the 
Veterinarian for this work. 

Plans are available at this office for 
building a ehute and squeeze gate and, 
there are many good exmples through- | 
out the district of well constructed | 
corrals ang chutes that could be copied 
on other farms, 

A chute and squeeze gate is some- 
thing that every man with livestock 
should have, It facilitates easy hand- 
ling of livestock and eliminates the 
use of a rope, which is usually time 
consuming especially in the hands of 
a novice,

The Study Of 
Vegetation 


The rancher uses pounds of heef o1 
mutton and fleece weights as a “yard 
stick” for the measurement of success- 
ful operation. In a commercial opera- 
tion poundage is what the operator 
gets paid for, consequently, the ranch- 
er who can produce this poundage the 
cheapest, is, in the long run the most 
successful. So we can see that in any 
successful venture we must have some 
means of measurement. In livestock it 
is pounds of gain, in vegetation ‘t is 
likewise pounds of forage produced per 
acre. With livestock the individuals can 
be driven on an enclosed recale, and 
weighed but an acre of grassland must 
be measured by an indirec: method. 


The ideal would be to mow or clip 
an acre or several acres and weigh the 
forage and find out the actual produc- 
tion. This however is impractical so 
frames 1,x 1 yard are useq and :2m- 
ples aré clipped at random, This how- 
ever only gives yield.

Farm Water Supplies 


A valuable booklet for every farm 
home-is the one published recently by 
the Prairie Rural Housing Committee. 
This publication deals with treatment 
of farm water supplies and copies may 
be obtained from District Agricultur- 
ists or from the Extension Service, Al- 
berta Department of Agriculture, Ed- 
monton, 

On many farms, particularly in tho 
prairie provinces, the water is not as 
good as it might be. This booklet tells 
how it may be improved, It discusses 
impurities commonly occurring in farm 
water supplies, their effect on consurm - 
ers, ang methods of treatment to im- 
prove the quality of the water. 


Sources of contamination of the farm 
water supply are outlined, and methods 
of treatment are given to ensure saf- 
ety. The booklet gives information o1 
hardness in water, tells how to “ind the 
amount of hardness present, and what 
ean be done about it, It discusses ob- 
jectionable tastes and odours ang their 
removal, and offers useful information 
about a variety of impurities that miy 
be present. There is also a section on 
dugouts, filters, and cisterns that yo 
will find useful. . 

Aibertans have a special interest in 
this booklet. It was written by P. Bout 
hillier as part of a program of study of 
rural sanitary facilities conducted un- 
der general direction of the Dean of 
Engineering at the University of Al- 
berta, Dr. R. M. Hardy. For your copy 
of the booklet “Treatment of Farm 
Water Supplies” ask your District Ag- 
riculturist, or drop a line to the Ex- 
tension Service, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, Edmonton.

The Soil Research Laboratory at the 
Dominion Experimental Station, Swift 
Current has called attention to ths 
fact that yses of frosted flax, 
Whether from the bolls and buds, or 
from the stems and leaves, show that 
this “material centulns lethal amounts 
of Hydrocyanic acid, If fed to animats 
it is liable to produce death within a 
few hours of feeding; 


‘Probably the best. precaution to take 
is to destroy unharvested flax before 
turning livestock into the fields. 

If*this material has been put up for 
feeq and a test is desired, the staff of 
the Soil Research Laboratory, Swift 
Current, Sask, will undertake the 
analyses of samples which may be sent 
in. A sample should be of about one 
pound of material, and if different por- 
tions of a field have been affected to 
different degrees by the frost, separate

On the other 
hand the germination, the trueness-to- 
variety and the purity of the stocks 
will be quite up to the, usual high 


standard of excellence. . 


A meeting of thowe interesteq in the 
production and distribution of Regis- 
tered and Certified seed‘ was recently 
held at Saskatoon. It was disclosed 
that because of the damage done by 
frost the supply of Registered and Cer- 
tified seed of wheat, oats, barley, flax 
and rye for this year will be less than 
half the quantities that were available 
last year. Oats and barley particularly 
will be short. The frost, it seems, has 
not greatly damaged the germination of 
wheat, but a high percentage of oats 
and barley show poor germination. 
Farmers, then, whose crops of oats and 
barley were touched with frost would 
do well, it is pointed out, to have a test 
made for germination on their own 
stocks which they intend to use for 
seed next year. Much of the Registered 
and Certified wheat wili fall into the 
No, 2 Registered or Certified grade be- 
cause of frost damage, which means 
that much Registered and Certified 
seed will not be as attractive in appear- 
samples should be submitted from each 
portion. 


Items Of Interest In The Werld

Australia’s marketable 1950 wheat 
crop was estimated officially at be- 
tween 160,000,000 and 200,000,000 bush- 
els. It compares favorably with the last 
three years’ excellent crops. 

Syria's 1950 wheat crop is being cur- 
rently estimated at 23,310,000 bushels, 
Although this country’s barley crop

Last week I attended | the Alberta 
Trustees Convention held in Victoria 
Composite High: Sctidol in” Edmonton, 
This school truly is a master piece—4% 
million dollars in concrete and steel-— 
irispired by master minds in architec: 
ture, it is a dream éome true. If only 
I were a teen-ager living in its vicin- 
ity. 

The Convention was hela in_ the 
theatre of this school. Our deliberations 
were many and very ,jnteresting. We 
heard the problems of school Trustees 
from all over the Province resulting in 
debates and profiting by experiences of 
others. This is all done in good faith 


|to assist in attaining “a higher stand- 


ard in Education and citizenship for 
ouf young people. The principle topic 


jat the Convention was “The County 


Act”. This subject is upper most in 
the minds of Trustees at the present. 
Mr. Sinclaire of Bruce Smith and Co, 
(our solicitors) fave an explanitory 
review of the Act. He made an excel- 
lent survey chapter by chapter, giving 
the legal aspect. only,.to the conven- 
tion. Mr. Gerhart was invited to at- 
tend at this time to speak to the sub- 
ject if he wished. The debate between 


“=| delegates and Mr. Gerhart lasted ap- 


proximately four and 4 half hours. 
During the discussion Mr. Gerhart was 
ang sane 
questions but his attitude was one of 
sarcasm and disdain. Questions such 
as “What happens in the case of a 
Local Improvement District with a 
Separate School within its boundaries 
and part in a Division?” To this he 
could not reply. Dr. Swift suggested it 
had not been thought of. Mr. Gerhart 
then was obligeg to admit he had not 
thought of these Local. Improvement 
Districts (of which we have a num- 
ber in the Province). Hence-no consid- 
eration had been made. 


In speaking of the County Act from 
the platform, Mr. Gerhart, on several 
occasions stated these words, “If you 
don't want it you don’t have to take 
it.” Asked if we might have a plebis- 
cite—his answer. was “Yes but, a pleb- 
iscite is not mandatory”. 

A plebiscite may not be mandatory 
to the Government but I think it would 
be a guide to our electeq councillors 
and on that Council his fall we must 
see that men are elected in’ their’ sev- 
eral localities who will do the will of 
the people, we do not désire “Yes” men 
on our Municipal, Council, Hospital or 
School Boards, 

In the event ot a Council seeking 
“Bill 50” four, men can plunge our 
Municipality © of approximately 8,600,- 
000.00 assesment into chaos and unsat- 
isfactory government. 

The majority of School Trustees in 
Alberta are definitely opposed to “Bil! 
60”. Its implications are ambiguous and 
misleading. In summing up the matter, 
the following points were observed.
